OLOMON LEVITAN is a bank president who is close to the 
common people. 
From the' day, years ago, when he landed as a poor immi- 


grant at Baltimore he has climbed the rungs in the ladder of 
success from a poor man to the presidency of one of Madison's 
leading financial institutions. 


Mr. Levitan knows the viewpoint of the common man. He 


knows their slant on things. He knows what they like and what 
they dislike. 


That there is a big gulf between the average common man 


and our banks is a statement made to the American Bankers 
association by Mr. Levitan. The banks have always been look- 
ed upon as something aloof by the laboring man. The bank, he 
has always considered, is something for the merchant and the 
lawyer and the manufacturer,—but not for the common man. 


• Mr. Levitan believes this situation to be wrong. He is of 


the opinion that the laboring man, when in financial difficulties 
or when wanting to borrow money to build a home, should think 
of a bank as his place to go. But' in most cases he doesn't Too 
often the pawnbroker has been the poor man's banker. 


' There are scorces of merchants in Madison who are carry- 


ing thousands of dollars on their books representing credit ex- 
tended to wage earners. There are hundreds and hundreds of 
wage earners in Madison to whom our merchants are glad to ex- 
tend credit And yet if these same wage earners were to go to 
the banks to get $50 or $75 loans the bankers wouldn't know 
them or •wouldn't have a line on their integrity. 


Why shouldn't a wage earner be able to get credit at banks- 


as well as at stores? 


Mr. Levitan in taking this matter up with the American 


Bankers' association is rendering a great service. If the banks 
of this country can be brought closer to the people strides will 
be made that will be for the betterment of the land. 


There is already a trend in that direction. The banks, in 


the closeness of modern competition, are all waging campaigns 
for savings deposits. There are hundreds of people going into 
banks today who didn't go there a few years ago. 


We hope that Mr. Levitan will be able to push this work 


rigorously. It is a grsat service not only for the common man 
but for the banks as well

The newspapers, the pliant tools of organized wealth, im- 


= mediately begin their campaign of seeking to discredit the men. 
We see such phrases as "most of the men who went out are for- 
eigners," "the leaders are I. W. W.," "this is the first step to 
bring on the soviet govrarnment." AH of the poison gas which 
owned editors have in stock is brought out to serve the few and 
.discredit the many. 
. 


The tools of organized wealth in congress begin ehirpmgj 


i their songs against the men and are trying to please their .mas- 
ters. 


The state constabularies, organized for no other purpose 


lhan for just such occasions,- begin pointing their rifles at men 
and women. 
. 


Police officials, mayors and sheriffs, owned by the steel 


trust spring to duty. 


And then we worulcr at.the growth of Bolshevistic tenden- 


cies when the people see how the instruments of government 
and of publicity in this country jump to the defense of the steel 
trust. 


1914 he proclaimed neutrality. 


Immediately after the sinking of the 


Lusitania-he publicly announced that: 


"The example of America must be 


a specific example of peace." 
In January, *)16, addressing a meeting 


in Chicago, he said: 


"It is your duty to stand off and not 


let this nation be drawn into war." 
February 2,1916, in a speech at Kansas 


City, he gave further assurance that we 
should be kept out of war, saying: 


"We can show our friendship for 


the world and our devotion to the 
principles of humanity better and 
more effectively by keeping out of 
this struggle than by getting into it." . 
Again in March, 1916, he made the pub- 


lic statement to a visiting delegation at 
the White House, that,— 


"I can assure you, that there is 


nothing nearer my heart than .keep- 
ing this country out of war." 
And then, on September. 30, a month 


before the election in a public address, he 
warned the country that to prevent our 
being drawn into the European war the 
Republicans must be defeated. He said: 


'•The certain prospect of the suc- 


cess of the Republican party is that 
we shall be drawn, in one form or an- 
other, into the embroilments of the 
European War." 
This is the Wilson the people elected in 


November. 1916. 


They believed in his professions of 


peace. They relied upon his integrity of 
purpose. They felt that the country was 
safe in his hands. 


But they had elected another Wilson. 


There are two of him. 


The other Wilson proceeded to "em- 


broil us in the European war," 


And now it appears from a recent state- 


ment by the President that we would cer- 
tainly have gone into the European war 
even if Germany had committed no act 
of aggression or injustice against us at 
all. 
Even though she had been most 


scrupulously -regardful of our rights on 
the high seas, had' sunk no American ves- 
sel, destroyed no American lives, accord- 
ing to one of these Wilsons, "WE 
WOULD HAVE GOTTEN INTO THIS 
WAR ANYWAY." 


_The truth came out a few days ago. 


The other Wilson let it slip. 


Truth is eternal. It may be suppressed 


for a time, but it will be hear"d'sooner or> 
later. I believe it was Confucius who 
said: 


"Heaver: will not let the cause of 


truth perish." 
It was during the recent White House 


conference, between the President and 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Bela- 
tions, regarding the Paris Treaty, that 
the Fates brought out the following: 


Senator McCimiber: "Do you think 


that if Germany had committed no 
act of war or no act of injustice 
against onr citizens we would have 
gotten into this war?" 


The President: "I DO THINK SO." 
Senator McCumber: "Yon think 


we would have gotten into the war 
anyway?" 


The President: "I DO."

Is ..this the Wilson who warned voters 


on the eve of election that,—"the success, 
of the Republican party" means "that we 
shall be drawn, in one way or another into 
the embroilments of the European war?"

Woodrow Wilson was elected President 


of the United States in 1912. 
' - 


He made a nation-wide campaign upon 


A single issue. He traveled back and 
forth over the country during the months 
preceding the election discussing one 
great question. 


He declared that the people were in 


bondage; that they were the slaves of 
monopoly; that a small group of men 
absolutely controlled the industries, the 
railroads, the shipping, the banks, the 
government. 


After his election Woodrow Wilson
